yet  if  it  is  m  the  power  of  medicine  to  remove 
any  of  thefe  complaints,  there  is  the  greateft 
reaion  to  imagine,  that  the  remedies  direfted 
in  this  pamphlet  will  efledt  a  cure. 
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ACHES  and  PAINS: 


U  B  a  little  Opodeldoch  upon  the  part 
affedted,  two  or  three  tiroes  a  day,  and 
wear  a  flannel  upon  it  j  if  this  does 
not  give  relief,  take  twenty  drops  of 
volatile  tin  flu  re  of  Guaicum,  (prepar¬ 


ed  as  diredled  in  the  Appendix,)  every  night  and 
morning,  in  a  glafs  of  fpring  water.  Heister. 


AFTER-PAINS. 

TAKE  one  fcruple  of  Sperma  Ceti,  five  grains 
of  volatile  fait  of  Hartfhorn,  five  drops  of  balfam 
of  Peru,  and  half  a  drachm  of  Venice  treacle  5 
mix  them  into  a  bolus,  with  as  much  fyrup  of 
White  Poppies  as  is  fufficient  to  make  a  bolus ; 
to  be  repeated  every  fix  hours  till  the  pains  abate. 
Cover  the  woman  up  warm,  and  let  her  drink 
plentifully  of  caudle.  Heister: 
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AGUE,  or  INTERMITTING  FEVER* 

Signs  of. 

A  violent  head-ach,  a  vvearinefs  of  the  limbs,  a 
pain  in  the  loins,  a  coldnefs  of  the  external  parts, 
a  fhivering  and  fhaking,  fometimes  fo  much  as  to 
make  the  very  bed  fhake  under  them  ;  a  great 
third  and  burning  heat,  and  frequent  inclination  to 
vomit.  Afterwards  the  fymptoms  begin  to  abate, 
the  fkin  becomes  moift,  the  urine  is  of  a  flame  co¬ 
lour,  but  without  a  fediment,  and  a  fweat  break¬ 
ing  out  terminates  the  fit. 

METHOD  OF  CURE. 

FIRST  vomit  the  Tick  perfon  by  giving  half  a 
drachm  of  the  powder  of  Ipecacoanha,  and  work 
it  off  with  Chamomile  tea  j  then  let  the  fick  perlon 
take  the  following  powder: 

Of  the  befl:  Peruvian  bark  powdered,  one  ounce, 
of  Virginia  Snake  root,  and  fait  of  Wormwood, 
each  one  drachm  *,  mix  thefe  well  together,  and 
divide  them  into  eight  doles,  one  paper  to  be 
taken  every  two  hours  in  a  glafs  of  red  wine  or 
any  other  liquid.  This  is  a  certain  and  infallible 
cure-,  but  care  muff  be  taken  to  adminiiter  it 
only  in  the  intervals  of  the  fits-,  but  it  muff  be  re¬ 
peated  for  two  or  three  days,  about  ten  days  afeer 
the  firff  cure,  or  elfe  the  dilorder  will  frequently 
return.  In  obftinate  cafes,  removing  into  a  drier 
air  has  been  found  of  great  fervice.  Huxham. 


SAINT  ATHONY’s  FIRE. 

Signs  of. 

This  difeafe  affefbs  every  part  of  the  body,  but 
mod  frequently  the  face,  and  it  happens  at  all 
times  of  the  year.  But  whatever  part  is  affected, 

a  chillmcfs 
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a  chillinefs  and  fhivering  generally  attend  the  dis¬ 
order,  with  great  third:,  reftleffnefs,  and  other  figns 
of  a  fever;  the  face  Swells  of  a  Sudden,  with  great 
pain  and  rednefs,  and  abundance  of  Small  pimples 
appear,  which  often  rife  up  into  (mall  blifters,  and 
Spread  over  the  forehead  and  head,  the  eyes  being 
quite  clofed  by  the  largenefs  of  the  Swelling.  This, 
in  the  country,  is  ufually  called  a  Blaft. 

METHOD  OF  CURE. 

LET  the  Sick  perfon  loofe  eight  or  ten  ounces 
of  blood,  and  repeat  the  bleeding  more  than  once 
if  the  Symptoms  run  high,  and  apply  to  the  part  a 
pultice  of  white  bread  and  milk,  with  a  little  Hogs 
Lard  in  it ;  let  the  pultice  be  changed  twice  in  a 
day,  and  every  other  morning  take  the  following 
purge,  till  the  diforder  is  cured,  viz. 

Glauber’s  fait  one  ounce,  Manna  half  an  ounce, 
mix  and  diffolve  it  in  warm  water  for  one  dole. 

The  diet  in  this  difeafe  mud  be  very  low,  chiefly 
Water  Gruel,  or  at  mod  weak  broth  ;  all  drong 
liquors  mud  be  avoided  as  poifon.  Sharp. 

APPOPLEXY. 

The  immediate  preceding  Signs  are , 

Tremblings,  daggering,  a  giddinefs  in  the  head, 
dimnds  of  fight,  fleepinefs,  lots  of  memory,  node 
in  the  ears,  and  deep  and  laborious  breathing.  The 
difeafe  itfeif  is  a  total  deprivation  of  lenfe  and  mo¬ 
tion,  except  that  of  refpiration,  which  is  performed 
with  difficulty,  and  Snoring.  It  ufually  ends  in  a 
paralytic  diforder,  and  is  leldom  curable,  but  al¬ 
ways  leaves  behind  it  a  great  defect  of  memory, 
judgment  and  motion. 

METHOD  OF  CURE. 

CUPPING  in  the  nape  and  Tides  of  the  neck 
is  always  ufeful,  provided  the  fcariflcations  are 

B  2  deep 
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deep  enough  to  give  a  free  pafTage  to  the  blood  $ 
flimulating  clyflers  and  warm  purges  are  alfo  of 
fervice,  as  is  aifo  the  following  ele£fuary :  Take 
half  an  ounce  of  powdered  Heath  Valerian,  and 
one  ounce  and  an  half  of  conferve  of  Orange  peel, 
and  mix  them  together;  the  dofe  is  the  quantity 
of  a  nutmeg  every  four  hours,  dilfolved  in  a  cup¬ 
ful  of  Rofemary  tea.  Apply  a  ftrong  blifter  to 
the  back,  the  diet  muft  be  very  fparing. 

Mead,  Sydenham,  and  Heister, 
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APPETITE,  want  of 
DRINK  Chamomile  tea  every  day  an  hour 
before  dinner,  or  take  ten  drops  of  Acid  Elixir  of 
Vitriol  in  a  glals  of  water,  about  two  hours 
before,  and  about  two  hours  after  dinner,  every 
day.  A  gentle  Puke  fhould  precede  the  .ule  of 
thefe  remedies,  for  which  purpofe  nothing  is  pre¬ 
ferable  to  the  powder  of  Ipecacoanha,  a  fcruple 
of  which  is  fufficient  for  a  dofe,  and  fhould  be 
worked  off  with  weak  Chamomile  tea.  Mead. 


ASTHMA  or  P  H  T  H  I  S  I  C  K. 

Signs  of. 

An  okftrudfed  and  very  laborious  breathing,  at¬ 
tended  with  unfpeakable  anxiety,  and  a  ftraitnefs 
about  the  breaft. 

METHOD  OF  CURE. 

D  I  S  S  O  LV  E  two  drachms  of  Gum  Ammo- 
niacum  in  half  a  pint  of  Pennyroyal  water,  and 
add  an  ounce  of  Oxvmcl  of  Squills.  Three  lar«e 
ipoonfuls  of  this  mixture  may  be  taken  frequently; 
cr  from  20  to  ;o  drops  of  the  Paregoric  Elixir, 
may  be  taken  in  Pennyroyal  w^ter,  two  or  throe 

times 
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times  in  a  day.  Bleeding  is  generally  proper,  as 
is  a  large  blifter  applied  to  the  back,  and  gentle 
vomits  •,  the  diet  (hould  be  Bender.  Malt  liquors 
mull  be  avoided,  being  very  pernicious.  Mead. 
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BALDNESS, 

RUB  the  part  frequently  with  an  onion  till  it 
looks  red  •,  the  ufe  of  Bears  greafe  is  alfo  recom¬ 
mended  as  particularly  ferviceable  in  this  cafe, 
being  more  fubtle  and  penetrating  than  atiy  other 
animal  fat  hitherto  known.

BLEEDING  at  the  Nofe. 

APPLY  to  the  back  part  and  the  Tides  of  the 
neck,  a  linnen  cloth  dipt  in  cold  water,  in  which 
fait  Prunella  has  been  diftolved.  In  very  obftinate 
cafes  bleeding  in  the  foot  is  ufefuL  Internally  the 
.quantity  of  a  nutmeg,  of  the  following  elebluary 
may  be  taken  or  four  three  times  in  a  day.  Take 
the  feeds  of  White  Henbane,  and  White  Poppies, 
each  half  an  ounce,  Conferve  of  Rofes  three  ounces, 
and  mix  them  into  an  ele&uary  with  fy rup  of 
Diacodion.  Sydenham,  and  Boyle. 

Spitting  of  B  L  O  O  D. 

TAKE  Red  rofe  leaves  dried,  half  an  ounce, 
twenty  drops  of  oil  of  Vitriol,  one  ounce  and  an 
half  of  refined  Sugar,  and  pour  two  pints  and  an 
half  of  boiling  water  on  thefe  ingredients  in  an 
earthen  veffel  ;  let  it  Band  to  be  cold,  and  take 
half  a  quarter  of  a  pint  frequently.  In  this  difordeV 
frequent  bleeding  in  fmall  quantities  is-  proper,  non 
exceeding  four,  or  at  the  mo  ft  fix  ounces  at  each 
time,  according  the  ftrength  of  the  fick  perfon.

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BLOODY  FLUX. 

.  Signs  of. 

Generally  begins  with  coldnefs  and  fhivering, 
fucceeded  by  a  quick  pulfe,  and  intenfe  thirlt. 
The  Itools  are  greafy,  and  fometimes  frothy  mixe 
with  blood,  with  filaments  inrermixr,  which  have 
the  appearance  of  melted  fuet,  and  are  attended 
with  intolerable  gripings,  and  a  painful  defeent  as 
it  were  of  the  bowels. 

METHOD  OF  CURE. 

BLEED  firff,  then  give  the  following  vomit; 
half  a  drachm  of  powder  of  Ipecacoanha,  work  it 
off  with  Chamomile  tea,  repeat  this  vomit  every 
other  day,  for  three  or  four  times.  On  the  inter- 
medite  days  between  each  vomit,  let  the  fick  per- 
fon  take  a  large  fpoonful  of  the  following  muci¬ 
lage,  warm,  every  hour  :  Diffolve  half  an  ounce  of 
Gum  Arabic,  and  half  an  ounce  of  Gum  Traga- 
canth,  in  a  pint  of  barley  water,  over  a  gentle  fire, 
differs  made  of  fat  mutton  broth  are  of  great' 
fervice,  the  fick  perlon  mult  abftain,  from  malt  and 
fpirituous  liquors.  Mead. 


BOILS. 

APPLY  a  phaifter  of  Diachylon  with  the  gums? 

once  every  day  till  they  are  cured.

BRUISES,  Internal. 

TAKE  a  large  fpoonful  of  cold  drawn  Linleed 
oil,  two  or  three  times  in  a  day.  I  lie  j)atient  mult 
alfo  be  blooded  to  the  quantity  of  eight  or  ten 
ounces.  Sydenham. 

BRUISES, 
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BRUISES,  External. 

BATHE  the  part  with  a  little  fpirits  of  wine 
and  Camphire,  which  in  flight  cafes  will  efifed  a 
cure,  but  if  that  fails  it  will  be  neceffary  to  apply 
a  pultice  of  Aale  beer  grounds,  and  oatmeal,  with 
a  little  Hogs  lard,  which  mult  be  applied  frefli 
every  day  till  the  bruife  is  entirely  cured. 


BURNS  and  SCALDS. 

TAKE  May  butter  unfalted,  and  white  wax, 
of  each  fix  ounces,  oil  of  Olives  half  a  pint,  Lapis 
Calaminaris  one  ounce  and  an  half;  melt  the  wax 
and  butter  with  the  oil,  and  Air  in  the  Lapis  Ca¬ 
laminaris  finely  powdered,  till  it  is  too  hard  to  let 
it  fettle.  This  is  an  excellent  ointment  for  the 
above  purpofes,  and  is  to  be  applied  once  a  day 
ipread  on  a  fine  iinnen  rag.  Turner. 


CANCER. 

Signs  of. 

Begins  at  fir  A  with  a  fmall  Tumour,  about  the 
fize  of  a  nut,  which  does  not  change  the  colour  of 
the  fkin,  and  fometimes  remains  for  feveral  years 
without  encreaflng.  But  as  foon  as  the  virulent 
humour  becomes  more  adive,  the  fmall  hard 
fwelling  becomes  all  of  a  fudden  a  large,  round, 
livid,  unequal  Tumour,  and  is  attended  with  an 
intenfe  fhooting  pain,  at  length  it  breaks,  and 
turns  into  a  fharp  Ainking  fanies,  which  eating 
away  the  found  parts,  the  lips  of  the  wound  be¬ 
come  o fife nfl ve  to  the  fight,  and  the  patient  being 
worn  out  with  intolerable  pain,  at  laA  enfues  death. 

This 
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This  diforder  may  infedt  any  part  of  the  body,  but 
mod  frequently  the  breads,  armpits,  behind  the 
ears,  the  lips,  nofc,  and  private  parts. 

METHOD  OF  CURE. 

BOIL  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  Guaicum  (ha¬ 
vings  in  fix  pints  of  water,  till  it  comes  to  four 
pints,  drink  a  pint  of  this  decoftion  twice  a  day, 
milk  warm.  External  applications  mod:  proper, 
are  pultices  of  white  bread  and  milk,  and  fomen¬ 
tations  of  milk  and  water,  and  the  cancer  fhould 
be  defended  from  the  cold  air,  by  a  piece  of  fine 
linnen,  on  which  a  little  of  the  Sperma  Ceti  oint¬ 
ment  (the  compofition  of  which  you  will  fee  in  the 
appendix)  is  fpread,  and  fhould  be  renewed  two  or 
three  times  in  a  day.  Dr.  Love  of  .Greenock.

COLDS. 

C  O  L  DS,  may  be  cured  by  lying  much  in  bed, 
by  drinking  plentifully  of  warm  Sack  whey,  with 
a  few  drops  of  fpirits  of  Hartlhorn  in  it,  or  any 
other  warm  fmall  liquor*,  living  upon  puddings, 
jjpoon  meats,  chickens,  &c.  and  drinking  every 
thing  warm.  In  thort,  it  mult  at  firth  be  treated 
as  a  final!  fever,  with  gentle  Diaphoretics,  fuch 
as  half  a  drachm  of  the  compound  powder  of  Con- 
trayerva,  taken  night  and  morning,  or  half  an 
ounce  of  Mindererus’s  fpirit,  may  be  given  every 
night  going  to  red,  drinking  a  plentiful  draught

of  weak  Sack  Whey  after  it.  If  any  cough  fhould 
remain,  alter  ufing  this  method  a  few  days,  the 
medicines  directed  under  the  article  of  Coughs ,  mult 
be  taken. 

This  is  a  much  more  eafy,  natural  and  certain 
method,  than  the  common  practice  by  Balfamics, 
Tinctui's’s,  and  the  like,  which  lpoil  the  liomach, 
dciiroy  the  appetite,  and  hurt  the  conftitution.

CONSUMPTION. 


Signs  of. 

A  dry  cough,  a  difpofnion  to  vomit  after  eating, 
an  uneafy  ftraitnefs  of  the  breaft,  fpitting  of  blood, 
a  quicknefs  of  the  pulfe  after  meals,  and  fiufhing 
of  the  cheeks;  as  the  difeafe  advances,  the  matter 
brought  up  by  the  cough,  if  fpit  into  the  fire 
yields  an  offenfive  fmell,  if  into  a  glafs  of  water  it 
links  to  the  bottom,  profufe  night  fweats,  loofe- 
nefs,  and  wailing  away  of  the  whole  body. 

METHOD  OF  CURE. 

A  milk  diet,  riding  on  horfeback,  country  air, 
and  bleeding  frequently  in  fmall  quantities,  at  each 
time  taking  away  not  more  than  fix  ounces  of 
blood,  are  the  moil  efficacious  remedies  in  this 
diilemper ;  fnails  boiled  in  milk  have  fometimes 
been  of  fervice,  as  is  alfo  the  Peruvian  bark,  when 
it  does  not  occafion  a  purging.

CONVULSIONS  in  Children. 

Signs  of. 

The  mouth  is  drawn  awry,  the  eyes  are  diflort- 
ed,  and  the  face  turns  blackifh,  the  child’s  fill  is 
*  C  ,  clenched. 
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clenched,  and  the  globes  of  the  eyes  feem  im¬ 
moveable  ;  when  thefe  fymptoms  give  way,  the 
child  is  fleepy  till  another  fit  comes  on. 

METHOD  OF  CURE. 

GIVE  three  or  four  drops  of  the  tinfture  of 
Wood  foot  in  a  tea-fpooniul  of  water  frequently. 
A  blifber  applied  to  the  nape  of  the  neck  is  alfo 
ferviceable.  Sydenham. 


CORNS. 

After  foaking  them  for  a  confiderable  time  in 
warm  water,  pare  away  carefully  with  a  penknife 
the  uppermoft  and  hardefl  furface,  then  apply  a 
plaifter  of  Green  wax,  or  Diachylon  with  the 
Gums  fpread  on  thin  Leather*,  repeat  this  method 
(which  is  perfe&ly  fafe)  a  few  times,  and  if  will 
feldom  fail  to  extirpate  them  entirely.  Helster. 


COSTIVE  NESS. 

TAKE  the  fize  of  a  nutmeg  of  Lenitive 
Electuary  every  morning,  or  as  often  as  occalion 
requires.  Shaw.

TAKE  oil  of  fweet  Almonds  and  fyrup  of  Bal- 
fam,  of  each  two  ounces,  four  ounces  of  Barley 
water,  and  thirty  drops  of  fpirits  of  Sal  Volatile  ;

fpoonfuls  when  the  cough  is  troublefome  :  If  this 
medicine  does  not  remove  the  cough  in  a  few  days, 
it  will  be  abfolutely  necdfary  to  be  blooded.

Is  an  exceffive  difcharge  of  urine,  of  the  tafte^ 
fmell,  and  colour  of  honey,  attended  with  an  in- 
tenfe  third,  and  a  wading  away  of  the  whole  body. 

METHOD  OF  CURE. 

TAKE  of  the  (havings  of  Saflafras  two  ounces, 
Guaicum  one  ounce.  Liquorice  root  three  ounces. 
Coriander  feeds,  hruifed,  fix  drachms.;  infufe  therm 
cold,  in  one  gallon  of  Lime-water  for  two  or  three 
daysfl  the  Dole  is  half  a  pint  three  or  four  times  in 
a  day.  Or  four  ounces  of  Alum  Whey,  (which  is 
prepared  by  boiling  four  pints  of  milk  over  a  (low 
fire,  with  three  drachms  of  Alum,  till  it  is  turned 
into  Whey)  may  be  taken  thjee  times  in  a  day.

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N.B.  Lime  water  is  made  by  pouring  twelve 
points  of  boiling  water  on  a  pound  of  unflacked 
lime  *,  when  it  is  cold  it  is  fit  for  ufe. 


DROPSY; 

Signs  of. 

Difficulty  of  breathing,  making  very  fmall  quan¬ 
tities  of  urine,  coftivenels,  great  thirfl,  fwelling  of 
the  feet  and  ancles,  which  when  preft  with  the 
fingers  will  pit*,  fwelling  of  the  belly,  and  falling 
away  of  the  other  parts. 

METHOD  OF  CURE. 

TAKE  powder  of  Jalap,  cream  of  Tartar  and 
Florentine  Iris,  of  each  a  quarter  of  an  ounce, 
mix  them  :  the  dofe  is  from  thirty  to  forty  grains 
every  other  day.  On  the  intermediate  days  take 
the  quantity  of  a  large  nutmeg,  every  night  and 
morning*  of  the  following  eledtuary  :  Take  two 
drachms  of  powder’d  Chamomile  flowers,  as  much 
Ginger,  and  half  the  quantity  of  prepared  Steel, 
make  it  into  an  eledtuary  with  two  ounces  of  Con- 
ferve  of  Orange  Peels.

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DIRECTIONS  concerning  BLEEDING, 

THOUGH  Bleeding  has  been  directed  in 
many  diforders  in  the  courfe  of  this  work  •,  yet  as 
the  improper  ufe  of  it  is  attended  frequently 
with  the  moil:  fatal  confequences,  it  has  been 
judged  neceiTary  to  bring  into  one  point  of  view 
all  thofe  cafes  in  which  bleeding  may  be  adminift- 
ered  with  advantage,  as  well  as  thofe  in  which  it 
is  highly  prejudical.  In  all  inflammatory  difeafes, 
it  fhould  by  no  means  be  omitted,  as  in  the  Pleu- 
rify,  and  Feripneumony,  during  the  firft  days; 
but  fo  foon  as  the  fymptoms  of  fuppuration  ap¬ 
pear  expectorating  medicines  are  the  moft  proper 
means  from  which  to  expefi  relief,  and  the  ufe  of 
the  lancet  mud:  be  totally  forbid.  In  the  Apo¬ 
plexy,  Epilepfy,  Bloody-flux  and  Inflammation 
of  the  bowels,  bleeding  muft  be  repeated  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  exigence  of  the  fymptoms  :  it  is  alfo 
ufeful,  fometimes  to  promote  fuppuration  in  large 
abicefies,  where  nature  is  too  much  opprefl:  by 
the  violence  of  the  inflammation.  In  Inf  anima¬ 
tions  of  the  Eyes,  Bladder,  or  Womb,  Ifchiatic 
pains,  Rheumatifms,  Coughs,  Head-achs,  Quin-' 
feys,  AAhmas,  Hemorrhages,  and  Nephritic 
complaints.  Bleeding  is  of  the  utmofl:  fervice  : 
but  in  every  diforder  proceeding  from  at  relaxed 
Hate  of  the  veffels,  and  impoveriflied  date  of  the. 
Blood,  attended  with  a  cacheftic  habit  of  body,' 
inch  as  Dropfies,  Jaundice,  Gout,  &c.  bleeding 
mull  be  abflained  from  with  the  utmofl:  caution, 
as  it  will,  infcead  of  relieving,  greatly  aggravate 
thofe  diftemper's.

A  choice  receipt  to  make  OPODELDOC  FI. 

TA  KE  of  Hungary  water  a  pint,  Caftile  foap 
diced  three  ounces,  Camphor  an  ounce, 
let  them  Hand  together  in  a  glafs  clofely  flopped, 
till  the  Soap  and  Camphor  are  entirely  diflfolved  in 
the  Hungary  water. 


The  CLYSTER  Decoftion. 

TA  KE  of  dried  Mallow  leaves  an  ounce,  Cha¬ 
momile  flowers,  and  Fennel  feeds,  of  each  half  an 
ounce,  boil  them  in  a  fufficient  quantity  of  water 
to  drain  off  about  half  a  point,  then  add  two  ounces 
of  fweet  Oil  and  it  is  fit  for  ule. 


HARTSHORN-DRINK. 

TAKE  burnt  Hartfhorn  two  ounces,  Gum 
Arabic  two  drachms,  boil  them  in  three  pints  of 
water  till  one  pint  is  walled  away,  then  drain  it  and 
it  is  fit  for  ufe.

TAKE  two  ounces  of  Pearl  barley,  and  wafh 
it  well  in  cold  water,  then  boil  it  in  half  a  pint  of 
water  for  a  very  little  while  ;  this  water  will  look 
reddifh,  and  is  to  be  thrown  away,  then  add  four 
pints  of  water  and  boil  it  away  to  one  half,  the 
remainder  is  fit  for  ufe. 

An  Excellent  F  O  M  E  N  TAT  I  O  N. 

'TAKE  Southernwood  and  wormwood  dry’d, 
and  Chamomile  flowers,  of  each  an  ounce.  Bay 
leaves  dried  half  an  ounce,  boil  them  gently  in  fix 
pints  of  water  and  ftrain  it  off  for  ufe.  All  green 
wounds,  and  old  fores,  iliould  be  fomented  with 
this  every  day,  before  they  are  dreffed. 


The  Infufion  of  SENNA. 


TAKE  three  quarters  of  an  ounce  of  Senna, 
Cream  of  Tartar  three  drachms,  Carraway  feeds 
bruiled  two  drachms ;  boil  the  cream  of  Tartar  in 
half  a  pint  of  water  till  it  is  dflfolved,  then  pour 
the  boiling  water  upon  the  reft  of  the  ingredients, 
and  let  it  itand  until  it  is  cold,  then  ftrain  it  off, 
and  it  is  fit  for  ufe. 
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APURGiNG  D  R  AUGHT. 

TAK  E  of  the  infufion  of  Senna  as  above  di¬ 
rected,  two  ounces,  fyrup  of  Buckthorn  one  ounce, 
mix  them  together  for  one  dofe,  which  may  be 
taken  in  the  morning  falling,  three  times  in  a 
week,  and  as  it  is  a  fafe  and  fare  purge,  it  may 
be  taken  in  all  cafes  where  purging  is  proper.

TAKE  of  Sucotrine  aloes  finely  powder’d,  a 
quarter  of  a  pound,  Winter’s  bark  finely  powder’d, 
three  quarters  of  an  ounce,  mix  them  together. 


Tindture  of  H  I E  R  A  PICK  A. 

.  STEEP  an  ounce  of  Hiera  Picra,  made  as 
above  directed,  in  a  pint  of  Mountain  wine,  for  a 
week  or  ten  days,  by  which  time  it  will  be  fit  for 
ule. 
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MINDERERUS’s  SPIRIT. 

TAKE  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  Volatile  Salt 
Armoniac,  and  add  to  it  by  degrees  diifilled 
Vinegar,  till  the  effervefcence  entirely  ceafes.

TAKE  Gentian  root,  and  Orange  Peel  dried,

each  two  ounces,  Cochineal  bruifed,  half  a  drachm, 
infufe  them  in  a  quart  of  French  Brandy  for 
three  or  four  days,  then  fir  a  in  6 IF  the  liquor 
for  ule.  This  is  a  very  plealant  and  wholefome 

Bitter, 
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Bitter,  and  may  be  ufed  occahonally  to  provoke 
an  appetite  and  affift  digedion. 


Duke  of  PORTLAND’S  GOUT  Powder. 

TAKE  of  Round  Birth  wort  root  and  Gentian 
root,  of  the  tops  and  leaves  of  Germander,  Ground 
Pine,  and  Centaury  :  Take  of  all  thefe  well  dried, 
powder’d,  and  fifted  as  fine  as  poilible,  an  equal 
quantity  ;  mix  them  well  together,  and  take  one 
drachm  of  this  mixed  powder  every  morning 
fading,  in  a  cup  of  wine  and  water,  broth,  tea,  or 
any  other  vehicle  you  like  bed  ;  keep  fading  an 
hour  and  an  half  after  it,  continue  this  for  three 
months  without  interruption,  then  diminifh  the 
dofe  to  three  quarters  of  a  drachm  for  three 
months  longer,  then  to  half  a  drachm  for  fix 
months  more,  taking  it  regularly  every  morning 
if  podible.  After  the  Hrd  year,  it  will  be  fufiicient 
to  take  half  a  drachm  every  other  day. 

As  this  Medicine  operates  infenfibly,  it  will  take 
perhaps  two  years  before  you  receive  any  great 
benefit  ;  lb  you  mud  not  be  difcouraged  th  ugh 
you  do  not  perceive  at  fird  any  great  amendment, 
it  works  flow  but  fare :  it  doth  not  confir  the 
patient  to  any  particular  diet,  fo  one  lives  ioberly, 
and  abdains  from  thofe  meats  and  liquors  tl^at 
have  always  been  accounted  pernicious  in  the  Gout, 
as  Champaign,  Drams,  high  fauces,  &c. 

N.  B.  In  the  Rheumatifm,  that  is  only  acciden¬ 
tal  and  not  habitual,  a  few  of  the  drachm  dofes 
may  do;  but  if  habitual,  or  that  has  been  of  long 
duration,  then  you  may  take  it  as  for  the  Gout : 
The  remedy  requires  patience,  as  it  operates  but 
flow  in  both  diftempers,

SORE  EYES. 

TAKE  prepared  Tutty  one  ounce,  Blood -done 
finely  prepared,  two  fcruples,  Sucotrine  Aloes  in 
fine  powder,  twelve  grains,  prepared  Pearl  four 
grains,  mix  them  together  in  a  marble  mortar, 
with  as  much  Vipers  fat,  as  is  fufficient  to  give  it 
the  confidence  of  an  ointment. 

This  ointment  is  to  be  applied  with  a  hair  pen¬ 
cil,  the  eyes  winking  or  a  little  opened. 

It  mud  be  obferved,  that  purging  medicines  are 
hurtful  to  the  dileafes  of  the  eyes,  which  are  cured 
by  this  medicine. 


Dr.  MEAD’s  Remedy  for  the  Bite  of  a  M.  A  D 

DOG. 

TAKE  Afh  coloured  Ground  Liverwort  four 
drachms,  Black  Pepper  two  drachms,  mix  them 
together  into  a  fine  powder  : 

This  is  to  be  divided  into  four  dofes,  whereof 
one  is  to  be  taken  in  warm  milk  in  a  morning  fad¬ 
ing,  for  four  mornings  fucceffively  j  after  rhis  the 
perfon  mud  be  put  into  a  cold  bath,  pond,  or  river, 
for  thirty  days  together,  early  in  the  morning,  and 
before  breakfad  :  he  is  to  remain  in  it  with  his 
head  above  water,  not  longer  than  half  a  minute. 
Hie  wound  fhould  be  continually  fomented,  with 
a  pickle  made  with  Vinegar  and  Salt,  as  warm  as 
it  can  be  borne.

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Mrs.  Stephens’s  famous  cure  for  the  STONE 
and  G  R  AV  E  L,  as  amended  by  Dr.  Hartley. 

TAKE  two  fcruples  of  calcined  Egg-fhells, 
three  times  in  a  day,  in  a  glafs  of  any  convenient 
liquor,  drinking  after  each  dofe,  a  third  part  of 
the  following  decodiion :  Take  two  ounces  of 
Caftile  foap,  diftolve  it  in  a  quart  of  foft  water, 
and  fweeten  it  according  to  your  take,  with  Honey 
or  Loaf  fugar.  If  this  deception  is  made  in  a  cop¬ 
per  vefiel,  care  muft  be  taken  that  it  is  well  tinn’d* 
The  taking  of  thefe  medicines  mull  be  continued 
for  fome  time  after  the  complaint  ceafes,  left  any 
part  of  the  Stone  fhould  remain,  which  being  rough 
and  unequal  might  occafion  exquifite  pain.  It  is 
common  after  a  few  days  ufe  of  thefe  medicines, 
to  have  an  increafe  of  pain  in  making  water,  at 
which  time,  a  foft  diet,  emollient  drinks,  and  reft, 
are  proper.  For  common  drink,  milk  and  water, 
or  a  decodlion  of  Marfhmallow  roots,  Parlley  and 
Liquorice  may  be  ufed  ;  but  if  the  perfon  has 
been  ufed  to  ftrong  liquors,  fmall  punch  made 
without  acid  may  be  drank  fparingly.  Artichoaks, 
afparagus,  fpinnage,  lettuces,  fuccory,  parflev, 
turnips,  carrots,  potatoes,  radilhes,  peas,  &c.  may 
be  fafely  ufed,  but  onions,  leeks  and  cellery,  are 
to  be  preferred  to  all  other  vegetables. 

The  patient  ought  to  drink  no  more  of  any  li¬ 
quor  than  is  fufficient  to  quench  his  third,  and  he 
fhould  hold  his  water,  as  long  as  he  can  without 
great  uneaftnefs,  that  it  may  have  the  longer  time 
to  adt  on  the  (tone.  If  thefe  medicines  occafion 
coftivenefs,  it  will  be  neceftary  now  and  then,  at 
diferetion,  to  take  a  dofe  of  Glauber’s  fait  and 
Manna.  '

A  Warm  Purge,  proper  to  be  given  in  the 
PALSY  and  APOPLEXY. 

TAKE  tinflure  of  Hiera  Picra  two  ounces, 
fyrup  of  Buckthorn  three  quarters  of  an  ounce. 
Lavender  drops  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  •,  mix  thorn 
together  for  one  dole,  which  may  be  given  in  the 
morning  fading,  twice  a  week,  or  as  often  as  oc- 
cafion  may  require. 


DAFFY’s  ELIXIR. 

TAKE  Raifins  (loned  four  ounces,  Senna  three 
ounces,  Carra way-feeds  bruifed  one  ounce,  ileep 
thefe  ingredients  in  a  quart  of  Brandy,  for  three 
weeks  or  a  month,  then  drain  it  off  for  ufe,  and 
keep  it  in  a  bottle  dole  flopped. 


VOLATILE  TINCTURE  ofGuaicum. 

TAKE  an  ounce  of  Gum  Guaicum  in  grofs 
powder,  and  deep  it  for  a  week  or  ten  days  in  fix 
ounces  of  Sal  Volatile  drops,  in  a  Bottle  clofely 
flopped. 
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FRYER’S  BALSAM. 

TAKE  of  Gum  Benjamin,  one  ounce  and  an 
half,  of  drained  Storax  one  ounce,  of  Balfam  of 
Tolu  half  an  ounce,  of  Sucotrine  Aloes  a  quarter 
of  an  ounce,  reflified  Spirit  of  Wine,  a  pi  nr. 
Diged  them  together  till  the  Gums  are  diffolved 
as  much  as  pofTible,  then  drain  off  the  Tinfture 
for  ufe. 

WHITE 
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DIACHYLON  with  the  Gums. 

TAKE  three  quarters  of  a  pound  of  white 
Diachylon,  two  ounces  of  {trained  Galbanum, 
Turpentine  and  Frankincenfe,  of  each  three  quar¬ 
ters  of  an  ounce  ;  melt  them  together  over  a  How 
fire. 


WHITE  DIACYLON  Plaifter. 

TAKE  Litharge  finely  powder’d  a  pound  and 
a  quarter,  Sweet-oil  a  quart,  boil  them  together 
with  a  quart  of  water,  till  they  are  thoroughly 
mixed,  and  are  of  a  proper  confidence  for  a  plaift- 
er,  and  look  quite  white  ;  if  the  water  fhould  be 
entirely  wafted  away,  you  mull  add  fome  more  to 
prevent  its  turning  black. 


An  excellent  STENGTHNING 
Plaifter,  fee  page  31  and  33. 


TAKE  white  Diachylon  half  a  pound,  Fran- 
kincenfe  two  ounces,  and  Dragon’s  Blood  three 
quarters  of  an  ounce-,  melt  the  Diachylon  over  a 
flow  fire,  and  then  add  the  other  ingredients  finely 
powder’d,  and  mix  them  well  together,  by  ftirring 
them  continually  till  the  plaifter  is  quite  cold. 


Ointment  of  ELDER. 

IS  made,  by  boiling  the  young  leaves  of  Elder 
in  Mutton-fuet,  till  they  are  quite  crifp,  and  the 
fuet  is  of  a  deep  green  colour.

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SPERM  A  C  E  T  I  Ointment. 


TAKE  a  quarter  of  a  pint  of  the  befh  Sallad- 
oil,  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  white  Wax,  and  half 
an  ounce  of  Sperma  Ceti  ;  melt  thefe  ingredients 
together,  over  a  gentle  fire,  and  keep  them  con¬ 
tinually  flirting  until  the  ointment  is  quite  cold. 


Ointment  of  MARSH  M.  A  L  L  O  W  S. 

TA  K  E  half  a  pound  of  Marfhmallow- roots,  of 
Linfeeds  and  F fenugreek-feeds,  each  three  ounces, 
bruife  them,  and  boil  them  half  an  hour  gently, 
in  a  quart  of  water,  then  add  two  quarts  of  fweet 
oil,  and  boil  them  together,  till  the  water  is  quite 
wafted  away,  then  ftrain  off  the  oil,  and  add  to  the 
oil  a  pound  of  Bees- wax,  half  a  pound  of  yellow 
Rozin,  and  two  ounces  of  common  Tuipentinc  *, 
melt  them  together  over  a  flow  fire,  and  keep 
them  continually  ftirring,  till  the  ointment  is  cold.

TAKE  fweet  Oil  a  quarter  of  a  pint,  Bees¬ 
wax,  yellow  Rozin,  and  Burgundy  pitch,  of  each 
a  quarter  of  a  pound,  Venice  Turpentine  three 
quarters  of  an  ounce  *,  mix  them  together  over  a 
fiaw  fire.
